Remorseful Pensioner 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—A letter has 


been received by the Commissioner from 
a Pensioner returning his certilicate and 
stating that he did so for the reason that 
for thirteen years he had lived a lie; that 
he was not entitled to the pension which 
he received for the reason that the disa- 
bility (gunshot wound of left wrist) for 
which he was pensioned, was self-inflict- 
ed, i. e., he states that he shot himself 
for the purpose of getting a discharge 
from the army and not for the purpose 
of getting a pension; but that he after- 
ward concluded to make application for 
pension; that this wasgrantedoriginally 
some thirteen, years ago for eight dollars 
per month; that it was subsequently 
raised to twelve dollars upon application 
for increase, then to fourteen and finally 
to seventeen dollars per month, the pen- 
sion which he is now receiving. 


The writer states that it has been a 


long and bitter struggle between his 
sense of right and his cupidity, but that 
finally his sense of right has triumphed 
and that he desires to return his certifi- 
cate, which he did, and asked to be drop- 
ped from-the rolls. 


The pensioner states in his letter that 


he is poor and not able to reimburse the 
government for the money which he has 
received and that he throws himself up- 
on its mercy.

"A Liberal Education, what is it?"—To 


those who were students at the feet of Dr. 
Kevin, this subject may seem almost ont of 
place to discuss. However, we must hear 
in mind the fact that whilst certain sni jects 
look theoretical, they are far reaching and 
become practical. We live in a remarkable 
age of progress. There are questions thrust 
upon us, by this moving practical age, which 
have made it necessary to stndy anew, onr 
fnndimental principles. We need not lay 
any new foundations, nor need we lay again 
that which has been laid, but only stndy it 
anew that .we may apply it properly to sur- 
rounding event?. 


What do we mean by a lihera1 education? 


We nse the word in a two-fold sense. Thns 
we speak of a man who has a iiheral educa- 
tion and of an institution which gives a 
liberal education. In tbe former we refer 
to a certain quality or disposition which de- 
aignates a man as a liberal man. In the 
second a disposition or training which brines 
about this stage. It is well to observe both 
these factors, 1st, what is that condition or 
position of the sonl which gives a man this 
title? 2nd, what is that course of study 
which brings abont this condition of mind 
and sonl ? 


Again I ask, what characterizes a liberal 


man? Nut simply knowledge or skill. A 
man may he a walking encyclopaedia in cer- 
tain department* of learning and yet he 
narrow. E'locaHon is not primarily im- 
parting education or knowledge, hut some- 
thing far deeper. Man is endowed with 
capacities and powers which are deeper than 
nil else. Tbe primary end is to draw ontall 
the powers with which man is endowed 
Man is endowed with capacities which are 
trnely powerful yea 6 id-like. The word 
liberal means free. A liberally educated 
man is a free man, that in, a man treed from 
all narrow individualism. We may there- 
fore sum np all in this ; a liberal education, 
so far as it meets the end of the sonl, con- 
sists in the awakening of all the powers of 
bis being.

the Almshonse. This is an old and 
favored theme of our distinguished con- 
temporary and its annual howl is now 
heard throughout the land. The theme 
is growing so old and threadbare that 
our people take but little stock in it. 


The comparison of the expenses at- 


tending the cure and comfort of our in- 
digent poor aud insane of to-day com- 
pared with those of twenty-five years ago 
is ridiculous as a premises for argument. 
With tbe inciease of wealth and home 
conveniences naturally conies increased 
comforts in all the institutions erected 
by charity. Compare the appropriations 
by the last Kepuhlican Legislature for 
themaintaiuanceof our charitable homes 
with those of a quarter of a century ago 
and the enormous increase will at once 
be seen. 


The progress of Adams county in this 


worthy direction is also admitted, aud 
with new, commodious and modern 
buildings, filled to overflowing with the 
unfortunate of our county, tiie cost of 
its maintainance is also pioportionately 
increased. This is not exceptional here, 
for the same state of affairs exists m all 
other counties where advance has been 
made in the manner of providing for the 
care of such poor. It is a matter of 
great credit to this county that our 
Almshouse and Insane Hospital are 
among the best in the state, and the re- 
port of the State Board of Charities, as 
recently published in these columns, 
speaks in the highest terms of its man- 
agement and condition. Its present ef- 
ficiency is largely due to the untiring ef- 
forts of a member of that Board, Dr. J. 
Vf. C. O'Neal, of this place. 


Again the Star does not take into its 


estimate of the cost the $3,000 a year 
paid as out-door relief, the $1,000 paid to 
the State Insane Hospital for the care of 
Adams county's insane, nor the amount 
paid for the support and maintenance of 
children distributed among our own 
people, and at schools for the feeble- 
minded. 


"Johnny," in his efforts to keep down 


expenses of that institution and curry 
favor for his party, bas been making 
declarations inconsistent with the ideas 
of a liberal, educated gentleman. His 
proposition seems to be the boarding of 
our poor and insane by the county at 
public hotels, and declares that the cost 
of so maintaining them would be less 
than at the present rate. This is a most 
ridiculous proposition and one made 
without serious consideration.

to the comforts of the inmates.

consideration is apparently given to the 
cost of clothing, caring for, nurses, med- 
ical attendance, detention and manage- 
ment of the insane and all the other 
innumerable attentions required in its 
successful management. Our Directors 
of the Poor are all gentleman of frugal, 
economical habits, whose effort to do 
the best possible for their charge at the 
least cost to the county is unquestioned. 
They have been chosen with the confid- 
ence of our people and the high efficiency 
attained is a complete vindication of 
their selection by the party.

the use of cloture. Unless the Republi- 
can Senators shall introduce some new 
and unnecessary complication into the 
situation the vicious purchasing clause 
of the Sherman silver law, for which not 
one word of praise or defense has been 
uttered during the long and memorable 
silver debate in the Senate, will be wiped 
from the Statute books in less than a 
week.

stitution!!, as given by Mr. Griffi-h, rf Balti- 
more, in the American, indicates the views 
of a stranger and approves the caiefnl man- 
agement under which our institutions arc 
managed, a marked compliment to those in 
charge : 


Mr. G S. Griffith, president of the Mary- 


land Prisoners' Aid Association, has just re- 
turned home from a visit to Gettysburg, 
Pa., as a delegate to the Potomac Synod of 
the Reformed Church. While there he 
visited the jail and almshonse of Adams 
county, in company with Dr. J. W. C. 
O'Neal, one of the hoard of commissioners 
of public charities of Pennsylvania. Mr. 
Griffith said he fonnd tbe jail in a good 
sanitary condition, and tbe six prisoners 
confined were properly cared fur nnder the 
charge of the sheriff. Oje of the prisoners, 
Henry Heii;t, a young man about twenty- 
eight years of age, who was convicted of the 
murder of Emanuel Monn, near the Reese 
House, in the mountains, about ten miles 
from Gettysburg, had received his death- 
warrant, and the time appointed for his ex- 
ecution is December 14.h. Mr. Griffith 
interviewed Heist, who evidently did nol 
realize the gravity ot the crime, or the awfnl 
doom that awaited him. He is very igno- 
rant and unable to read ; in fact, from Mr. 
Griffith's own observation in this aiid other 
states, those who have committed crimes ol 
the greatest magnitude are generally very 
ignorant, without education or proper train- 
ing, und thns he regards this as one of the 
most prolific sources of crime. On tbe 22d, 
Snnday alteraoon, religious services were 
conducted by Mr. Griffith. 
He gave the 


prisoners such instructions that was calcu- 
lated to cheer and encourage them in lead- 
ing different lives. The almshonse is locat- 
ed about tbree-qnarters of a mile from 
Gettysburg, on a farm ol 240 acres. Mr. 
Griffith was ranch pleased with his visit, 
said the discipline and management was ex- 
cellent, and that it is regarded as one of tbe 
best-kept almshonaes in the state. Of tbe 
seventy inmates at the institution seventeen 
are insane. 
The spiritual, ?s well as the 


physical, intirests of the inmates of both 
the almsbonse and jiil, are very carefully 
attended to. Tbe young men from the 
Lutheran Theological Seminary hold ser- 
vices every Sunday afternoon at the alms- 
honse, while Mrs. Harper, a consecrated 
Christian lady, ministers to those at tbe 
jail.

Harrison was murdered this evening on the

The 
coat of getting a chick oat of the shells 
is mmetimea greater than the coat of its 
food, when all the drawbacks are consid- 
ered. In winter the hatching of chicks 
is done by incubators, as but few hens will 
set at that season. 


Tax farmer who makes beef his special- 


ty uses bulls from a beef-producing breed, 
and the farmer who depends upon milk 
prefers to breed irom milk-prodnciog breeds, 
bat there are hundreds of farmers who take 
• pride in their calling, and yet do not 
know anything abont breeds. Until the; 
educate themselves on 90 important a mat- 
ter the; will make no progress. 


IT may save food to turn a hog into 


the woods to feed upon waste, but the hog 
that is capable of roaming through the 
woods has too much activity for a bog, and 
requires more than the necessary allowance 
when penned up for fattening on grain. 


GEOWIXG cheap food in summer in order 


to convert it into high-priced butter in 
winter is the method adopted by those who 
have silos. If bay is cheap it can be sold 
at a belter price in the shape of milk, beef 
or butter, and the manure remains for use 
in the spring. 


DON'T forget that Thanksgiving 
will 


soon come, and the tarkey may receive an 
extra ration. The fat tarkey is the one 
that sells at the best price, and this is the 
beat season of the year far fattening turkeys. 


TBKBE is an advantage in having a 


dog that is trained to drive cattle nnd 
•beep to and from the pasture, as he will 
save time and labor that must be performed 
by » person. 


SOMI grasses that are native to the soil 


crowd out all other kinds. If the native 
kinds an adapted for providing good pas- 
tnrage it is cheaper to use no other than to 
expend labor and time in endeavoring to 
secure something better. 


IT is always dangerous to allow the bull 


to have his liberty. He should be "rinxed" 
and placed nnder control. The gentlest 
bull becomes vicious, especially when aged. 
There is no reasons why a bull should not 
be mads to work on the tread powers. 


CABBAGES will grow yet 
for quite 


awhile. A slight froeta will do them no 
harm, and they will head up considerably 
before it is time to store .them away lor 
winter.

COBK-HI-SKBBS, which basks the corn 


and cut the lodder into shreds, are now 
used. Standing corn is also cat by corn 
harvesters. With the riding plow, riding 
cultivator, corn harvester and corn hosker 
and cutter, growing a corn crop is not so dif- 
ficult as formerly. Potatoes are now cot by 
the use of implements, and potato planters, 
potato harvester noil potato "sorters" are 
no longer novelties. Even beans are now 
harvested by machinery, and the farmer's 
labor is being reduced to a minimum. 


THX ewes will begin to come in abont 


January or February, and they will need 
good care during the winter, if strong lambs 
are desired. While they will relish straw 
and com fodder, they must be allowed hay 
and grain as well. Cooked turnips make 
an excellent addition to the ration and 
largely serve to keep !he ewes in good con- 
dition.

A RATIOS composed of fqnal portions of 


corn and bran is better than corn only, for 
the reason that corn is deficient in mineral 
matter, while branch is rich in tbe phos- 
phates, the two substances providing a 
greater variety of the elements essential to 
growth aud warmth. 


Tat declaration that a farmer, by high 


culture and the use of fertilizes, can pro- 
duce 150 bnshelaof corn on one a"re would 
be received with doubt of its correctness, 
and yet it baa been accomplished by those 
who have attempted it on experimental 
plota. It is not piobable that snch yield 
can be easily obtained, bnt that it is possi- 
ble has been demonstrated. 


WHESEVEE a depression occurs in the 


market on any class s>( articles grown on a 
laim farmers usually proceed to get rid ol 
the deprened articles and venture into 
something new, and they seem to proceed 
with such unanimity as to cause a scarcity 
the next season. An excellent plan lo pur. 
ene u to grow that which all are discarding, 
as an article may be produced in abundance 
one year while the supply may be below 
tbe demand the next season. 


THOSI who persist in attempting to make 


th« farm pay by selling milk should not 
forget the f.ct thot one quart of milk per 
flay gained in (he prodnct, from each cow. 
become* an important item in tb» receipts 
dnring the year. Tbe difference between a 
ww from a noted milking breed and one 
bonght from a dealer because she has jnst 
calved in yield cf milk, is sufficient to 
make a large increase in the profit. 


EATIXG at tbe straw slack does not 


indicate that straw is sufficient for cattle, 
and that it can be made to serve the pur-

Winter Food of Stock. 


The greatest waste o£ cattle (ood occurs 


before the winter sets in rather than daring 
tbe cold season, as tbe fall barns and lack 
ol storage room leads to extravagance and 
carelessness. That which is given no cire 
at this season will he perhaps a valuable 
lu ticle hefore spring. More cornfodder and 
stiaw will now be lost by exposure thaa 
liter OD, hccdtise other foods are more 
rlentilnl nnd also because of mistaken 
views regarding the feeding valne of those 
substances. Comparisons of ensilage and 
corcfodder at Ihe Vermont Experiment 
Station show tbat comfodder, well prepared, 
will givo abont the same results as ensilage, 
bnt the latter requires .somewhat less band- 
ling than the foimer. To receive the fall 
benefit from corufodder, however, it must 
be treated as ensilage, which means that it 
stionld he passed throaiih a cutter and re- 
dnced to n flue condition. 


Whole ensilage, made by cutting the 


green corn, stalks and ears, into quarter 
inch lengths, was placed in 
the silo. 


Stover ensilage, treated the same way, but 
with the ears picked off, was nlw placed in 
a silo. The ears were, however, dried and 
ground into cornmeal and fed with the 
siover ensilage. Cornfodder was carefully 
shocked, and tbe stalks and ears run tbrongb 
a cutter, whenever wa,aired for use and the 
corn stover was nsed in the same manner 
as Ihe siover ensilage, except being placed 
in the silo. The ensilage was, or coorae, 
m:\de of green com, while the fodder was 
cured, being kept over for winter nse. 
The 


whole ensilage lost 18 per cent., leaving 
82 pounds of dry matter ; the stover en- 
silage lost 21 per cent., the whole corn- 
fodder lost 18 per cent., and the corn stover 
17 per cent., there being no diSerence be- 
tween the w~hole ensilage and the stover 
corn, the heavy loss of the stover ensilage 
being dne to exposure to heavy rains that 
fell on Hie stalks while in the field. There 
was only 3 3 per cent, difference in the re- 
sults in the milk yield, the largest gain 
being from the whole ensilage and the poor- 
est from the stover ensilage. 


One of the objections urged 
against 


cornfodder is that when it is fed whole the 
cattle waste much of it by trampling, and 
that if cat np they pick it over and refuse a 
large portion. This depends on education 
nnd circumstances. If tbe cattle have been 
iccnstomed to good hay and ground grain 
they will with reluctance accept that of 
esser quality, bat on some farms cut corn- 
bdder tbat has been given with ground 
grain has been readily accepted by all 
classes of stock except swine, and even 
lorsps have been wintered on it, coming 
out in good condition in the spring. The 
advantages in the ase of ensilage and corn- 
odder, when properly prepared for stock, 
are IPSS waste, lower cost of food, and a 
saving of hay. Straw may also be included 
n the list of substances wasted which conld 
be pnt to excellent service with a small 
expenditure of labor in its preparation for 
'.he animals.
